Columbus Enguirer. 

A party of gentlemen have associated them- 
selves intoa company and have purchased 
the buildings and Oglethorpe park,in Atlunta, 
upon which they will soon erecta factory 
which will be known asthe ‘exposition cot- 
ton mills.’ Itisthe intention tostart the 
mills with no less than ten thousand spindles 
which will be increased to twenty thousand, 
with looms sufficient to weave the yarns from 
all the spindles employed. This 
company held a meeting a few days ago, and 
the first matter considered Was 
letters that had been received by the commit- 
tee appointed to purchase machinery, and the 
selection of a suitable mill engineeg Aftera 
thorough discussion of the matter, it was de- 
termined to appoint a committee te visit Co- 
lumbus. The following gentlemen compose 
the committee, and arrived in the city by the 
last night’s train and are now registered at the 
Rankin house: Messrs. Hugh T. Inman, R. H. 
Richards, Evan P. Howell, Welborne Hill, W. 
B.(oxand L. J. Hill. These gentlemen are 
here to visit our mills and to confer with Mr. 
John Hill, who is one of the most 
experienced and capable engineers in 
the south. Mr. Hill is at _pres- 
ent engaged in preparing for the new John 
P. King mill, at Augusta, and has charge of 
the construction of the machinery and build- 
ings of other mills in this state and South 
Carolina. The committee ab ve named will 
spend the day among our mills, and it is to 
be regretted that they will see them in the 
most unfavorable situation. The most of the 
machinery was stopped yesterday on account 
of the high water, and unless there is a sudden 
dropping down of the water they will not be 
able to run to-day. We can point with pride 
to what has been done in Columbus in the 
way of m«nufactories, and it would be grati- 
fying if our visitors could hear the 
hum of our two thousand looms and 
sixty thousand spindles as they 
clatter their merry music to the falls of the 
Chattahoochee. They will find, however, 
that we have one mill alone which makes a 
hundred styles of goods, and have five dilfer- 
ent institutions making colored goods in the 
These mills have a capital of $1,968,000, 
give|/employment to 2,589 hands and consume 
17,880 bales of cotton annually. Columbus 
has much in the way of manufactories of 
which to boast, and we regret that our visit- 
ors will not see them under favorable circum- 
stances.

On last Monday, four miles this side of Grif- 
fin, as the train on the Savannah, Griffin and 
North Alabama railroad was returning to 
Carrollton, it ran over a negro girl about thir- 
teen years of age, killing her immediately. 
The circumstances, as we learn them, are 
about these: The train started from Griffin 
behind time, and was running at greater speed 
than usual, and at the point where the acci- 
dent took place it was down grade. The 
girl who was killed, with two other 
children younger than herself, was walking 
on the track, and trying apparently to’ reach 
a crossing, Which was at the end of the cut in 
which they were.

This had the effect of hurrying up the 
younger children, who ran ahead 
ceeded in making the crossing, but the older 
one did not get out of a walk, and as it.was 
impossible to step the train on account of its 
speedandthe down grade, she was over- 
tuken and ran over as_ above stat- 
ed.

THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION. 

For years England has been bolstering up 
anii endeavoring to perpetuate the barbarism 
which has made itself manifest in the rule of 
the Turk. ‘The British policy has been 
prompted by self-interest, for while other 
people have been endeavoring to instituite re 
forms, John Bull has managed to keep one 
hand in the treasury of Turkey and another 
on the pocket-book of Egypt. Ismail Pasha, 
the Jate khedive of Egypt. was rather a reck- 
less ruler so far as financial matters were con- 
cerned, #nd he managed to get in debt to both 
England and France. He made many im- 
provements in his domain, and endeavored to 
give his subjects, as far as possible, the bene- 
fits of civilization. But he owed England and 
France, and showed no disposition to pay the 
Egyptian bonds held in those countries; or, to 
use the delicate language of English diploma- 
cy, he betrayed no disposition to “institute 
“reforms in his administration.” Ismail 
made fair promises, but he conducted 
affairs ioosely and extravagantly, and the 
holders of his bondsin England and France 
became alarmed. The sultan of Turkey was 
appealed to, and, by a decree, Ismail Pasha 
was deposed and his son, Tewfik Pasha, set up 
in his place. Under the administration of 
the new khedive, France and England were 
able to obtain ‘control’ of affairs. This 
“control was vested in two commissioners, 
each of the two powers appointing one. The 
first reform instituted under this control was 
in the system of collecting taxes, providing 
» for a just and considerate apportionment. In 
- addition to this a systematic budget of expen- 
- ges waseach year to be madeout, the lands 
improperly acquired by the khedive were to 
“be turned in for the benefit of the public 
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and the foreign helders of Egyptian , 


bonds were to sacrifice a portion of their 
claims so that the remainder might be 
promptly paid. 

The arrangement was in the nature of a 
compromise, but it had to be painfully elabo- 
rated, and slowly developed. It is stated that 
under the ‘‘control’”’ of the French and Eng- 
lish commissioners the people of Egypt have 
enjoveda large degree of prosperity, but, at 
the same time, the introduction of the reforms 
—necessarily novel in a country so unhappily 
governed—has given rise to serious complica 
tions. and it is even stated that the condition 
of affairs threaten the peace of Europe. 
When Tewfik Pasha surrendered a part of his 
authority to the commission, he necessarily 
lost prestige, particularly with the military 
branch of his government. About a year ago 
the Egyptian troops gave unmistakable signs 
of insubordination. They rescued from 
prison a colonel who had been committed tor 
flagrant disobedience of orders. The soldiers 
then paraded up and down before Tewfik’s 
and the khedive was con- 
strained to issue an unconditional 
pardon to the offending colonel. In 
September, there was another military out- 
break, the result of a supposition that the 
niinistry then in power proposed to further 
reduce and weaken the army by sending some 
of the regiments up. the Nile, or by de- 
posing some of the popular colonels. The 
army demanded the dismissal of the ministry 
and the appointment of anew one—naming

The general demoraliza- 
tion that prevailed during the past few days shook 
the markets to their very foundation, and both the 
speculator and dealer have been so thoroughly 
aroused that it is next to impossible for them to 
recover from the effects of the surprise. Wednes- 
day and Thursday were the most notable days this 
week, and the pitch of excitement that prevaile@ 
was almost withouta parallel. More particularly 
was this the case with Thursday, when the largest 
gales on record were reported. This morning fu- 
tures partially regeined their strength, and, al- 
though the excitement is still intense, the market 
moved gradually upwards. The tone is very irreg- 
mlar and unsettled, and while many believe that 
the bottom has been touched, general opinion 
favors a further decline. Thecause of this action 
of the cotton market cannot be satisfactorily ex- 
plained. It seems to be a powerful eontest among 
speculators. Many attribute it to the unprecedent- 
edly heavy stock on the market which must be dis 
posed of. Others attribute the blame to the finan- 
cial condition of Europe, while others declare that 
spinners will not yield to the present lofty range of 
quotations. Atany rate no satisfactory solution of 
the problem can now be given, and we must await 
developments.
